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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

The application contains claims to more than one of the combinations of categories of 
inventions as set forth by 37 CFR 1.475. 

According to 37 CFR 1.475 regarding unity of invention: 

(a) An international and a national stage application shall relate to one invention only or to a 
group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept ("requirement of 
unity of invention").

Group VII, claim(s) 22, drawn to a transgenic non-human animal expressing the dimer with a 
special technical feature of an transgenic animal. 

Group VIII, claim(s) 23, drawn to a substantially isolated T cells capable of binding the dimer 
with a special technical feature of an isolated T cells. 
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1 . The inventions listed as Groups I- VIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons:
